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FACILITIES MASTER PLAN PROPOSED 

As the College's academic, service and 
research programs have continued to expand 
and diversify, it has become necessary 
for Gallaudet to update its previous 
master plan. 

The first campus master plan was pre-_ 
pared in 1868. Many of the buildings 
which were constructed in the 1870's and 
1880's are still in use. There were few 
changes from the latter part of the 19th 
century to the post World War II period. 
With expanded growth in programs and en- 
rollment in the 1950's and 1960's, a 
number of new buildings were constructed. 

Nine new buildings are planned and 
extensive restoration will be carried out 
in many of the existing structures. In 
addition, offices will be relocated to 
make more efficient use of existing 
facilities as well as new structures to 
be added. 

Planning and construction of the new 
buildings will span the next six to seven 
years. To be included are a Learning 
Center, Fieldhouse, Alumni-Continuing 
Education Center, Advanced and Special 
Programs Building, Faculty Visitor 
Housing,,an addition to the Auditorium 
and three new dormitories. 

When construction and relocation are 
completed, the campus will be utilized 
in the following manner. 

~-Public Service: College units which re- 
late mainly to public and community ser- 
vice functions, alumni affairs, public 
information and similar functions will be 
located in the S.W. corner of the campus. 
~Student Support Services: These activi- 
ties will be centrally located in the 
area of the Student Union Building, 
Ely Hall , Peet Hall and the new Learning 
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Center. 

eAcademic: Existing facilities which are 
used for instructional purposes will com- 
prise an academic zone and will be ad- 
jacent to student housing areas and student 
support services. 

-Research: Research activities will be 
consolidated into a proposed new building 
within the academic Zone. 

-Residential: Housing for single students 
will be provided by a cluster of dormitories. 
Apartments will be located in Ely Hall 
for married students. 

-Athletic: The existing gym and athletic 
fields will establish an athletic area. 

~-Physical Plant: The new Utility 
Building, now under construction, will pro- 
vide the core for utilities and maintenance 
services. 

.Pre-College Programs: The entire N.E. 
section of the campus will be assigned 
to Kendall and MSSD.
